- I WAS THERE...AN ADVENTURE INTO THE WILDS OF MARYLAND 


Report from Oakcon by Dwight R. Decker 


Doug Fratz was holding a convention. He sounded 
like he was having a pretty good thing coming 
off, so I decided to go, somehow. At first I 
was planning to take the bus, but a local girl 
I knew slightly who had some interest in SF anc 
comics decided to go and since she was driving, 
I more or less invited myself along. Elaine's 
parents have money: they gave her a new Maverick 
for Christmas and a gasoline credit card her 
father pays for, so this way, getting to Accident 

Maryland cost me next to nothing. I did have 
to pay for half of Elaine's meals, though. 

Elaine isn't bad-looking, so when it was con- 
firmed that I was going with her all sorts of 
devious plans entered my head. Which were dash 
ed for two reasons: 1). It seems she has a boy 
-friend'already, to whom she will probably be 
faithful unto death and 2). Mike Raub was going 
with us, since he had a ride from Marion as far 
as Westerville. Mike's share of the bill was 
the other half of Elaine's meals. 


The trip was uneventful for the most part. 
Elaine drove all the way, and believe me, even 
though you would never think of such a quiet 
and polite girl -- that broad is a positive 
maniac on the highway! I'm sure Mike, who sat 
in back with the luggage from westerville to 
Wheeling, had at least two heart attacks. I 


had the map and navigted . No problem until 
we missed a turn-off and got lost less than 
ten miles from the con-site. I had to call 
Fratz and get directions. 


We arrived at Fratz' lakeside house about 
8:15 Thursday night, February 12.

started circulating around, and I ran into Gary 
Groth. Gary and I got to taking about fanzines 
and suddenly he sprung the big news on me that 
I was being interviewed in Fantastic Fanzine #412. 
I was flabbergasted, since other interview had 


been with people like Steranko, Cockrum, and other 


biggies. Groth interviewed me on the spot, and 
the results will be in FF#12. 


I didn't have much of a chance to talk to Fratz... 
--» he had too much to do. He came by though when 
I was working on question 14 in the interview. an! 


Harry Warner(SF Fan), no Comics Pro, and Dwight 
Decker (Comic Fan). For the second time that 
evening I was flabbergasted. I was the comic fan 
guest of honor! 


Two carloads “.f SF fans from Pittsburg poured 
in a little later, and to the general amusement 
of everybody within listen range, they told how 
the lead car had skidded into a " Slow School 
Zone" sign while going through Accident. (Fretz 


thinks they did it en purpcse so they 
could say they had an accident in Ac- 
cident. ) 


As the evening wore on, I cir- 
culated some. I talked to a few of 
the SF fans from Pittsburg who con- 
nectec my nametag with the name of the 
Comics Fan G.O.H. on the Program, 
and we had a good time comparing 
fandoms. I had about twenty copies of 
True Fan Adventure Theater #1 with me 
and I sold just about all of then. I 
think the story "Double-Malted" was 
the hit of the evening; everywhere I 


' turned, people were passing copies a- 


round, 


Redney Glotfelty had the stero on rid- 
iculously loud, and a few people were 
dancing. I dance like a ticklish rubber 
band, but Elaine politely overlooked it. 
Fratz gets Mithras and I'm sure he saw 
me dancing with Elaine he put ''Cherish!"! 
cn the stereo, and that song makes me 
all gooey inside. All I can say said 
is that all the time I cursed the very 
existence of Elaine's boy-friend in 
the Air Force. I hope he crashes! 
later I danced with Joan Glotfely, Rod's 
sister. She's okay, I guess but then 
she started putting the moves on me I 
extricated myself as gracefully as I 
could. 


I circulated some more among 40 or 50 
people crowded throughout the house, 
talking and drinking ( that is; they 
were drinking. I don't toutch the. 
stuff). I talkec for some time witt. 
Frank Lunney, a long-time SF fan, and 
we compared notes about SF fans out in 
California. It was most interesting, 
since Frank could tell me some 
stories I would never have suspected 
about some of the nice people I met 
last summer. 


Eventually, I got together with Doug, 

Mike Raub, and Bob Kline and did some 
heavy rapping. That to me is what a 
convention is all about; talking to 

the names 

the real people behind the names in 
fanzines and seeing where they* re at, 
not getting drunk. Scmewhere along the 
line, my grogsiness increased to {'y 
point where I almost dropped to the car- 
pet, curlec up and went to sleep. I 
wcke up at about 5:0C AM and found the 
party still going on. The cniy thing 

I had missed was a procession of 

fans gcing down to look at the frozen 
cver lake, They hac just gotten back 
though: all of them coming in was what 
woke me up. Someba’'y said it was 

getting pretty late( Or was it ecarlv:) 
and the party dissipatec,

afternoon. Horrified, I looked at che 
clock. It was almost three. Mike 
Raub was long gone, of course.

Then 
I registered and sta-ted wandering 
around. The art exhibit has been 

set up; Ghod, was it beautiful! 

It was packed with some of the most 
stunning Bob Kline work I could 
remember, and there was a lot of

Some fans were out skiing, but 
that morning's walk cured me of any 
desires to go back out in the snow, 
I ‘net John Nyman and we fought 
tooth and nail over politics while 
he sold fanzines from under his table. 
I brought a batch of mine for him to 
sell, and we got rid of the last few 
Freon #2's, a wnole stack of True 
F.A.T.#2's and the rest of the True 
F.A.T. #1's which I had brought along, 
I met Ben Boglitsch and his faimly, 
Lou Morra, and a mess of others. 
Philip Pritts and Rich Adams, two 
local fans, were selling copies of 
their humorzine, Adult Crudzine 
Illustrated #1, and were doing a 
good business, since that thing is 
funny: I had a satire in that issue, 
and a number of people were com- 
menting to me on it... I may have lost 
quite a bit of luster on my rep- 
utation because the satire was pretty 
zross. 


At 6:30 SF writer Lin Carter 
gave his speech in the ski lodge 
restairant, and the audience (just 
about everybody at the con, and do- 
zens of people who showed up that day) 
Loved it. He talked about SxS and it 
was hilariously funny. The food 
wasn't mucn, but that speech made up 
for it. Then Carter had a question 
an answer period and I asked about 
five questions about ERB's work. 
Carter answere-] each one at length... 
that man's memory is phenonsnal! Long- 
time SF fan itiarry Warner Jr. gave 
a speech, after. It was pretty Zood, 
but we all promised not to tell what 
it was about since he's go7 12 to 
give it at the World con in Boston 


in 1971.1 hope to be in Boston then, 
and I'm looking forward to hearing 
it again. 


Then there was a panel discussion 
about SF and the Panel, which con- 
sisted of some of the bigger SF 
fans who had showen up, discussed 
Harlan Ellison. Comments were invited 
from the floor, and I opened my big 
mouth and related what I had heard 
and seen of Ellison at the Westercon 
last summer, I think I changed a few 
opinions, 


After the discussion the affair 
broke up, and there was a giant snow- 
ball fight outside, which I skipped. 
The evening was topped off by a 
party up in Lin Carter's room, where 
among other things, I had a chance to ' 
talk to Carter about the role of the 
hero in fantasy fiction. He 
gave a good forty-five minutes of 
his time; he must have been impressed 
by the'' GUEST OF HONOR" on my name tag!

At 3:00 the next 
panel discussion was supposed to 
start but we were still going strong 
on philosophy, and the discussion of 
'' Comics Fan-Pro Relations" didn't 
get started unti! 3:30. This was 
quieter and Lasteu ‘mtill about 4:30. 


After dinner I watched several movies 
in non-stop succession, John Nyman and 
Dwight Harvery were handling this, and
